A. P. Edgrerton Tells Why 
the 
Democracy Will Oppose It.

W A S H I N G T O N , 
Deo. 28.—"I do not 
think the proposition of Representative 
Matson, of Indiana, to elect postmasters 
by a popular vote of the people will bo 
Buccessfnl, or that it is proper in any 
sense," observed Civil Service Commis- 
sioner Edgerton to the Journal corres- 
pondent. 
"You see," continued Mr. 
Edgerton, "the 
postoffices are 
the 
only thing which demonstrate to the 
people in the country the organiza- 
tion of the government. 
The farmer 
does^not care 
a 
fig 
who 
occu- 
pies 
many 
of 
these 
promi- 
nent positions here in Washington, or 
who is collector of internal revenue of 
the port in his district; but he does care 
and a great deal, too, who keeps the 
postoflBce at the cross-roads. Take from 
our government the selection of a post- 
master, and place it with the patrons of 
the office, and you at once take from the 
sight of a majority of the people the 
power of the government, and they begin 
to feel that they have not only their own 
personal influence in the support of the 
government, but in dictating how it 
shall be supported and who shall control 
it even to the details," 


Mr. Edgerton believes a congressman 
the proper person to select a post-master 
and thinks he can make a better choice 
than the people.

D E S P E R A T E battle occuTTed re- 
cently between a Black Hawk stallion 
and a mountain lion in Wyoming Ter- 
ritory. 
The stallion was owned by 
Charles H. Ferguson, a well-known 
hunter, camped on the banks of a trib- 
utary of the Wind River. He had se- 
lected a small bunch of cottonwoods as 
his temporary home. 
These gave him 
both shelter and 
firewood. 
A little 
distance from the camp, there stood an 
enormous cottonwood, apart from all 
other, beneath which was picketed the 
stallion. 
At night, 
Ferguson 
was 
aroused from a sound sleep by a neigh 
from the stallion. 
The sound seemed 
to be one of rage rather than alarm, 
and hastily arising, Ferguson issued 
from his tent and looked in the direc- 
tion of his horse. 
The animal was 
standing in the full light of a bright 
moon and seemed to be intently re- 
garding an object in the branches of 
the tree. As Ferguson's gaze followed 
that of his horse, the branches were 
violently agitated, a wild yell was 
heard, a dark object 
hurled itself 
through the air, and the horse had an 
enormous mountain lion for a rider. 
The horse sprang madly in the air, ut- 
tering a scream little inferior to that of 
the lion in shrillness and savagery. 
Though he returned to the ground 
with 
a tremendous 
concussion, he 
failed to shake the lion from his firm 
position. Dark spots of blood now ap- 
peared on the stallion's shoulders and 
neck. 
The Hon was tearing his way to 
the jugular. 
The horse apparently re- 
alizing his full danger, sprang straight 
into the thick tangle of boughs. 
The 
lion was torn from his bloody seat and 
cast backwark with great violence. 
The 
stallion 
passed through 
and 
turned to confront his foe in the open 
space beyond. 
The lion speedily re- 
covered himself and sprang once more 
into the branches, and thence made an- 
other leap toward the horse; but he 
missed his aim. 
The lion began a 
series of circles nearer and nearer to 
the horse, and finally made another 
leap. 
With the rapidity of thought 
the stallion changed front, and his hind 
feet,' heavily shod, struck his assailant 
full in the breast. 
The stricken ani- 
mal rolled over and over, giving vent 
to yells of pain and rage. 
Once more 
he made an attack. 
This time the ani- 
mal rushed to death. 
The heels of the 
powerful steed were planted fairly be- 
tween the green eyes, and the moun- 
tain lion's skull was crushed. It had 
been fractured from side to side. A 
few convulsive strufrgles, a stiffening 
of the })owerlul limbs in death, and 
the stallion stood victor over the corpse 
of the liou. Fei'guson took the skin of 
the lion home as a trophy.

One of the 
bronze doors is said to have cost $80,- 
000, and the bronze railing around 
the house $60,000. But it happens 
that the splendid house is overdeco- 
rated. It is too-too, as the early ajsthetes 
would say. There is scarcely a spot 
big enough to place your little finger- 
nail that is not covered with some de- 
vice, the result of money and art. Mr. 
Vanderbilt has been in the habit of 
giving art receptions, and tickets for 
these were eagerly sought by connois- 
seurs and society people. Very recent- 
ly, however, he announced that he 
would give no more public views of his 
art works, and for the last year the 
treasures he had collected from two 
continents have been visible only to 
his intimate friends and visitors of the 
family. His collection of contempo- 
rary and other French art he valued at 
over $1,000,000. A grand fancy-dress 
ball was given in the new mansion the 
night of March 20, IttS;^ and on this 
occasion, for the first time, the actors 
and other shining lights of the first so- 
ciety of the city ajipeared in Mr. ^'an- 
derbilt's drawmg-rooms.

statements as a campaign editorial in the 
Oazette. 


IN the course of the debate on the re- 
vision of the rules in the house of repre- 
sentatives, at Washington, the Hon. 
Sam- 
uel J. Randall said: "Since the house 
has been under democratic control there 
has not been an acre of land or a dollar 
of subsidy appropriated." 


THE Natioridt Republican

standing of the Indiana members on the 
silver question as follows; against the 
suspension of coinage, Messrs. Kleiner, 
Cobb, Howard, Holman, Matson, Bynum, 
Johnson, Ward, Owen, Lowry and Ford

HENRY BLOCHEB, a Wabash county 
miser, has $50,000 loaned out on an an- 
nuity plan to escape taxation. He loans 
his money for thirty-three years and at 
the end of that time it goes to the bor- 
rower if he pays the interest. The tax 
gatherers are after the old fellow, who 
lives on $350 a year. 


ALTOGETHEB thirteen saloon keepers 
were arrested at Indianapolis Friday for 
selling intoxicants on Christmas, but the 
traffic was practically undisturbed and no 
saloons closed owing to the raid. 
Sat- 
urday fines were entered and appeals fol- 
lowed to the criminal court, where they 
will rest until forgotten. 


ANN GRIPON, a Lafayette woman, was 
cheated out of her property by her 
nephew and the relatives of her brother's 
wife, and confined in the state insane 
asylum. This fact prompts THE 
SENTI- 
NEL to say that the numerous insane in- 
quests in Indiana need some responsible 
scrutiny. At Lafayette Judge Vinton 
has been appealed to by prominent 
ladies who know Ann Gripon to be sane. 


THE National Republican newspaper 
of Washington estimates that 143 dem- 
ocrats and fifty-two republicans in the 
hou.e oppose the suspension of silver 
coinage, while thirty-nine democrats and 
uinety-one republicans favor it. 
The 
west and south are represented as being 
practically a unit for silver coinage,while 
the eastern and middle states appear to 
be almost as solidly in favor of its sns 
pension. 


LAST Monday the Laporte county 
commissioners appropriated twenty-four 
dollars in money raised by taxing the

IT IS HUMILIATING. 


The talk of opposing the confirmation 
of democrats appointed to office by Mr. 
Cleveland is humilia ing to the few men 
engaged in it. It betrays a spirit of petty 
spite and greed unbecoming an honor- 
able man, because no degree of opposi- 
tion can ever result in reinstating the 
republicans removed. 
The president 
has the constitutional right to suspend 
any official of the government at his dis- 
cretion, and to appoint another to the 
place thus made vecant. The new ap- 
pointment may be approved or rejected 
by the senate, but the power of the latter 
ceases here. It cannot reinstate the offi- 
cer who has been^ suspended so that the 
refusal of the senate to concur in any of the 
president's appointments is not of the 
least advantage personally to the imme- 
diate predecessors of the newly appoint- 
ed officials. lu cases where the senate 
rejects appointments, it becomes the 
duty of the president to select other 
men, and if the^ are also rejected to 
select still others, and so on until the 
senate is satisfied. The conclusion is 
that this evasion is made but to embar- 
rass the administration, and as Hon. B. 
0. Bell remarked to President C leveland 
"It will solidify tbe democratic party and 
promote a spirit and determination to 
aveuge any effort to defeat the will and 
supremacy of a majority of the people of 
America." 


THN survival of Mrs. Hendricks sug- 
gf sts tbe fact that nearly all the prom- 
inent actors in tbe late war, whether 
soldiers or statesmen, have died before 
their wives. Mr. Hendricks was one 
of the members of the Senate from 
1863 to 1869. His two great Demo- 
cratic compeers during the latter part 
of his term, Messrs. Thurman and 
Bayard, are both living, and so are 
their wives. 
Mr. Lincoln's wife lived 
twelve or fifteen years after his dra- 
matic death in April 1865, and died at 
her old home in Springfield, Illinois, 
the more unfortunate, perhaps, for be- 
ing so long a widow. The wife of Mr. 
Lincoln's great Democratic opponent 
in II inois and competitor for the 
Presidency in 1860, Stephen A. Doug- 
las, is living with her second -^husband. 
Mr. Douglas died at the opening of the 
war. The wife of John C. Breckin- 
ridge, another candidate for the Presi- 
dency in 1860, and still later a leading 
General in the Confederate army, is 
still living at the old family home in 
Lexington, Kentucky. Gen. Breckin- 
ridge himself died twelve years ago. 
Gens. McClellan and Grant, the first 
and last commanders of the Army of 
the Potomac, have but recently died, 
both leaving widows. Gen. Lee's wife, 
though a confirmed invalid during the 
entire war, survived her husband 
short time. Mrs. Stonewall Jackson is 
still living. 
So is Mrs. Gen. Thomas 
and Mrs. Gen. Custer. Mrs. Andrew 
Johnson was confined to her bed dur- 
ing most o. the time her husband was 
President, and was for several years 
after; but she was the last to die. 
The 
tragic story of Garfield, who was a 
leader in the House of Bepresentatives 
during the war, is still fresh in the 
minds of everybody. 
His widow is a 
comparatively young woman and lives 
in Ohio. 
Gens. Sherman and Hancock 
married before the war, and their wives 
are still with them. Gen. Sheridan 
was the last of the war heroes to 
marry. Ho looks to be 60 and is not 
far from that, but his wife is both a 
young and beautiful woman. 


THIS may be interesting to doctors: 
"The libel suit of Dr. Henry W. Tay- 
lor, of Terre Haute, Ind., against Dr. 
Harrison J. Kice, of Rockville, Ind., on 
trial in the Federal Court for two 
weeks and more, came to an end— 
the jury, after brief consultation, re- 
turning a verdict for $10,000 damaijes, 
the heaviest judgment ever giving in a 
similar suit in this court. The plaintiff 
is a homeopath, and the defendant one 
of the leading old-school practitioners 
in the western part of the State. Some 
two years a^o, at the instance of de- 
fendant, Dr. Taylor was indicted for 
criminal practice growing out of the 
death of 
Mrs. Nevino, 
of 
Parke 
County; and in a subsequent trial he 
was acquitted, there Iwing no case 
against him. He then sued for dam- 
ages for malicious prosecution, claim- 
ing $20,000: and in the prosecution he 
was represented by Judge McNutt, of 
Terre Haute, and the Hon. D. E Will- 
iamson of 
Greencastle. 
Ex-Senator 
McDonald and Major Gordon cared for 
the defense. A motion for a n^w trial 
has been made, and it is likely the case 
will go to the Supreme Court of the 
United States."

The Gimlet^A J'astor PerforaUyr. 


Once a pastor was from homo for « 
few days, durinor which time the son of 
a parishioner, who lived several miles 
distant, died. 
He did not hear of the 
young man's death until 
he had re- 
turned ; then he was taken sick, and it 
was several days before he was able to 
visit the afflicted family. 
When he did 
so, the first words which greeted his 
ears were: 


"Well, I thought you had forgotten 
us,*' and tl)e afflicted mother compla- 
cently sat down to be consoled. 


This is what I meant by a pastor 
perforator—the lay gimlet; and it is 
astonishing how proficient certain per- 
sons become in its use. 
The delicacy 
in insinuating, the deftness and grace 
in twisting, can only have been ac- 
quired by assiduous practice. 
They 
known where it will go in most easily; 
just how many turns to give it before 
it get down to the quick. 


There are various scientific twists of 
the gimlet known both to adepts and 
to victims. 
For example: 
There is 
the sarcastic twist. 


Hostess enters the parlor and greets 
her rector thus: ' Good-afternoon, Dr. 
; really, the sight of you is re- 


freshing! Have you found out at last 
where we live?" 
Then there is the 
business twist. 


"Do you know that you haven't been 
inside our house for six months?" 
Ordinary folk, as well as mathemati- 
cians, are painfully aware that 
figures 
can't lie; so that this twist is a pecu- 
liarly effective one, usually transfixing 
the victim, and reducing him at once to 
a condition of silent helplessness; then 
there is the reproachful twist, also t 
very effective one; tremendously eo i\ 
the twister can manage to start "a si- 
lent tear" or two. "Really, we began to 
doubt whether we had any pastor!" 
And once in A while there comes the 
spiteful twist, in administering which 
the operator, or more commonly the 
operatrix, is at no pains to conceal her 
savage intent, but drives the unoiled 
gimlet with a steady, determined hand; 
or in other words, gives the parson "a 
sharp sitting down" on his shortcom- 
ings. 


Those who wince under the gimlet 
are the conscienous pastors who are al- 
ways more or less haunted by the 
vague sense of work in arrears, and tor- 
mented with 
self-reproach because 
they do not bring it up. 
The gimlet is 
a terrible instrument to such a mini- 
ster. 
He knows a gimlet house as well 
as a doctor knows where small-pox ia 
He braces himself to visit then once, 
twice or oftener, yearly. 
He says to 
himself as he opens the gate, "There is 
a rod in pickle for me here." 
Such as 
one goes about his work very much an 
if he were going to have a tooth filled 
or extracted—meets the gimlet-twister 
without betraying any inward writh- 
ings—reads a chapter, kneels to pray, 
and rises to his feet to meet a parting 
twist, thus: 


"Now that you've found the way here, 
yon must come again; we hope to see 
you very often." As he goes down the 
steps he looks into his note-book, and 
seeing that the next place on his list 
is also a gimlet house, he says to him- 
self, "No! not to-day I've had as much 
as 1 can stand." 


Your cheerful, sunny 
sympathetic 
souls who perhaps excite the jealousy of 
your neighbors because the minister 
"drops in" at your houses so much of- 
tener than at theirs, does it never oc- 
cur to yon that he comes almost as 
much for his own sake as for yours, be- 
cause he knows you always have oil 
and wine in your casks for the wounds 
of the gimlet? 


Now, ye gimlet-twisters! 
Ye pastor- 
perforators ! lift up your voices and an- 
answer: 
"What do you want a pas- 
toral visit for? 
Do you want to talk 
with your pastor—do you want him to 
talk with you, about your temptations 
and trials? 
Do you want instruction 
on some qnestion of Christian experi- 
we0f Pcydtiwant (p discuss soma 


scheme of Christian enterprise? 
No, 
indeed, not youl 
No lawyer is more 
adroit in turning the conversation, the 
moment it takes any .^uch direction. 
Suppose your pastor should try his 
hand on the gimlet, and probe your 
heart and lay bare your poor, s'aived, 
stunted religious life! Let him tax 
you rigorously with your absence from 
church, your coldness and indifference, 
and you 
will not compLiin of the 
scarcity of his pastoral visits. 
The 
truth is, the average layman or lay- 
woman does not desire counsel, nor 
comfort, but attention and social dis- 
tinction! 
Y'^our 
pastors's 
absence 
wounds your pride. 
You care little 
about hia doing the work he was called 
and ordained to you for you—but you 
are vexed because he does not ^ oncede 
more to your importance. 
Yon are not 
thirsting lor living water, but for the 
tacit flattery of attention, thus seeking 
to convert the messene;er whom Christ 
sends with living bread to your 
heart 
and home, into a minister to your van- 
ity! 
The people whose hands 
are 
idle, "whose purses are shut, 
whose 
voices are against every enterprise 
which involves s.'^crifice and labor, are 
those who are masters and mistresses of 
the gimlet I—ilf.
